THE  USE  OF  HULLED  AND  UNHULLED  SEED 

Much  has  been  said  in  the  past  few  years  regarding  the 
use  of  unhulled  seed.  Experiments  made  at  the  Virginia 


Experimental  Station  at  Blacksburg,  Va.,  with  unhulled  seed 
sown  during  January,  February  and  early  March  have  been 
highly  satisfactory.  The  unhulled  seed  carries  a  high  per¬ 
centage  of  hard  seed  which  will  germinate  quickly  when  sub¬ 
jected  to  thawing  and  freezing,  so  consequently  it  is  very 
necessary  to  make  early  seedings  of  unhulled  seed,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  Coastal  sections  while  these  climatic  changes 
exist.  Generally  speaking,  our  experience  and  that  of  many 
of  the  leading  farmers  in  the  East,  is  that  the  use  of  hulled 
and  recleaned  seed,  sown  the  latter  part  of  March,  April  and 
May,  have  given  the  best  results,  and  is  a  safer  method  for 
seeding  this  crop. 

Unhulled  seed  sown  at  the  rate  of  20  pounds  per  acre  and 
hulled  seed  15  pounds  per  acre  have  given  the  best  results 
in  the  East.  Inoculate  the  seed  and  cover  them  lightly.  The 
soil  should  be  limed  as  far  ahead  of  seeding  as  possible,  but 
good  results  are  obtained  when  the  liming  is  done  just 
previous  to  seeding.  Use  200  to  300  pounds  of  Super-Phos¬ 
phate  per  acre  if  the  soil  is  fairly  fertile.  If  the  soil  is  thin, 
use  an  equal  amount  of  a  complete  fertilizer,  such  as  12-2-4. 
Fertilizer  is  not  essential,  but  of  course  the  Clover  will  re¬ 
spond  to  its  use  in  making  larger  yields  like  other  legume 
crops.
